Monday night by the City Council 
Park Blvd. will be completed bet­ 
ween North Central Expressway and 
Los Robles Dr. and Shiloh Rd. will be 
extended from Park Blvd. south to its 
present term inus, just north of 
Blossom Dr. 
General Portland Land Develop­ 
ment Co. will prepare all construction 
plans, submit them for review by the 
city, prepare a map and field notes of 
necessary right-of-way, negotiate for 
that right-of-way, receive bids for the 
improvements and submit them to the

for 
review, 
prepare 
an 
assessm ent 
roll,

Budget Deadlines Forcing 
Legislature to Compromise 


AUSTIN, Tex. (UPI) — Texas 
legislators, pressed by anxious school 
districts facing budget deadlines, 
predicted today both Houses may be 
ready to vote on proposed increases in 
public school financing by Wed­ 
nesday. 
The 41-day recess failed to resolve 
the basic disputes about how the state 
funds should be distributed among the 
state’s 1,100 school districts, but the 
pressure of an upcoming school year 


apparently has made the lawmakers 
more willing to negotiate. 
“I’m willing to compromise,” said 
Rep. Ron Coleman, D-El Paso, the 
House sponsor of a $960 million plan 
that would do more than any proposal 
being considered to equalize funding 
of poor and rich school districts. 
House leaders, who back a more 
conservative $921 million bill designed 
to relieve tax burdens on local school 
districts, stalled committee action to

amount of taxes local districts have to 
raise to finance school operations. 
Senators began deliberations in­ 
stead on a $938 million plan that gives 
property tax relief almost equal 
billing with aid to poor districts. 
Coleman’s bill, which already faced 
opposition from rural representatives 
and some big city schools which fared 
better under Clayton’s plan, received 
another setback Monday. Texas 
Education Agency officials said it 
would cost $960 million — slightly 
more than the $958.9 million Comp­ 
troller Bob Bullock said legislators 
have to spend. 
Briscoe told the legislators Monday 
he will not add any subjects to the 
agenda for the 30-day special session 
until the school finance issue is set­ 
tled.

In the only disputed action of the 
evening, the council agreed to annex 
and zone 118 acres on the southwest 
corner of Alma and Carpenter Rds.

Companies 
had 
requested IO acres of retail and 108 
acres of SF-4A residential, but council 


members refused to allow any retail 
in the fear that the remaining corners 
of the intersection would also be 
brought in for retail development. 
Louise Sherrill opposed the decision 
without any retail for what she and the 
developer described as a “land locked 
population.’’ Cambridge maintains 
that it will be financially impractical 
to provide access to North Central 
Expressway across the Russell Creek 
Basin 
The property will be developed as 15 
percent SF-4A, 55 percent SF-3 and 30 
percent SF-2. The percentages con­ 
form to a nearby Fox & Jacobs ad­ 
dition.

Get help for carpet rust 


POLLY’S PROBLEM 


DEAR POLLY — I would like to know if there is any 
way to get rust spots out of a carpet. 
My Pointer is one to remember for the coming winter. 
I found that during the cold weather one can keep the 
toes warmer by cutting the toe part out of an old pair o 
nylons (about three inches back of the toe part) and then 
wear these over your regular hose. Also keeping one s 
closet doors shut to shut out heat is a great help. You 
will be surprised how cool the closet is when the door is 
opened. — THELMA. 
DEAR THELMA — You failed to say what your 
carpet is made of so any suggestions must necessarily 
be very “iffy”. Usually rust stains in carpet require the 
services of a professional. Some homemade “tries can 
be hazardous so proceed with great caution and no great 
hopes. 
. 
The America Carpet Institute tells us that in some 
rare cases a detergent-vinegar-water solution may be 
successful. One teaspoon of a neutral detergent (such as 
used for fine fabrics) and one teaspoon of WHI lb 
vinegar in a quart of warm water would be applied with 
a clean cloth and blotted up with another. This may have 
to be repeated or can be followed by the use of a dry 
cleaning fluid if necessary. If possible raise the carpet 
with the spots and put a towel under it until dry. An elec­ 
tric fan will hasten the drying as one must be careful of 
soaking the carpet back and then having another 
problem. — POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — We save our empty potato chip cans and 
then fill them with popcorn to have when we go to the movies^ 
To keep the cut side of a cake fresh I put a slice of bread 
against it and hold in place with toothpicks. This bread is not 
wasted as I later use it to make bread crumbs. 
When I have a white spot on a table I rub it away with waxed 
paper. - DOROTHY. 
DEAR POLLY — My thimble used to always be falling off 
because of my enlarged finger joints but now I place half a two 
inch strip of adhesive-backed plastic tape with the sticky side 
against my finger, fold it back and the sticky side left clings to 
the inside of the thimble. It is comfortable, stays put and the 
adhesive does no harm to my finger. — G.K. 
DEAR POLLY — I cut the rims off of plastic coffee can lids 
to use as dividers between hamburger patties that I am going 
to freeze. I can remove just the number of patties needed at 
one time and also they thaw more quickly. — MRS. C S L.

He shook it off and caught 
anyway. Then he was hit 
flush in the mask by two foul 
balls, one of which m ade his 
head spin and throb. Finally, 
when his head ached so 
much that he was getting too 
nauseous to bend up and 
down anymore, he left the 
gam e in the sixth inning. 
Years from now, when 
he’s all finished playing and 
retired on a farm maybe 
some place in Ohio, Thur­ 
man Munson would like to 
have them rem em ber him 
for only one thing.
